Turner was 21 w hen 1 first knew her. Kirkpatrick wa s 32 when, with Turner, I interviewed 
him in the nontquL ho spit il at Jackson, La. / where lie was confined in a locked ward . He was 
flnovcv allowed outside and the Secret Service had an undenied connection with his hospitali- 
sation. It did not respond when I wrote it. When I skimmed these papers early this morning

ilrs. lA argo Kirkpatrick was very kind and helpful to me. She was of the far right. She 
liad a sign 011 her front door, ""Register Communists, Not Guns." She invited mo to use tlio 
separate slave quarters on her Garden Restrict h erne, still a fine heme in what was no longer 
as fine a part of tlio city as it liad been. 4 v/as on jaclcson Street or Avenue near St. 
Charles, a main tliorouglifare on which the streetcars then were still dunning. 

Godfrey was gay. He liad married a pregannt woman who was a friend of Clay Shaw, as I
